The delegates engaged in argu-

Morton J. May, vice chairman of 
the Citizens’ Committee on Relief

“We are deeply conscious of our 
duty to our needy citizens, and to 
the public of St. Louis. The 
Citizens” Committee on Relief and 
Employment is keeping its entire 
relief organization ready, so that, 
as soon as funds are available, we 
shall be in a position to meet relief 
needs as promptly and as efficiently 
as in the past. 

“The public must realize that our 
immediate funds are exhausted and 
we have no money on hand today 
to pay our January bills. ‘An ad- 
ditional $1,200,000 is needed to see 
us through the year, and even if 
$100,000 is voted now, it will not 
last for more than two weeks. 

“In any case, we are not in a 
position to go ahead with our work 
until the money is placed at our 
disposal.”’ 

The $100,000 appropriation men- 
tioned by May will not be rcleased 
for the committee’s use, Comp- 
troller Nolte has said, until $1 V0.,- 
000 is raised from private sources. 
The city will continue thereafter 
to require that appropriations be 
matched, $100,000 at a time, or ip 
other large sums, by private wgifts. 

While the Citizens’ Committee 
funds on hand have been exhausted, 
the committee is due to receive 
about $300,000 during the year 
1932, on subscriptions made in the 
Community Fund campaign. Most 
of these subscriptions are paid in 
quarterly installments. . 

_ Seeking Private Gifts. 

Comptroller Nolte has estimated 
that the four special tax meastres 
proposed by him would  yieid 
$650,000 or more a year.

NORRISTOWN, Pa., Feb. 6.— 
Edward H. B. Allen, 23-year-old 
society man, tonight was freed of 
the charge of murder in the killing 
of Francis A. Donaldson, III, son 
of a socially prominent family. The 
jury of 10 men and two women 
were out exactly 10 hours before 


they arrived at their verdict. 
The tall, thin young defendant 
shook like a leaf as he stood up 
to hear the jury's verdict. When 
he heard the words “not guilty” he 
almost collapsed. 
Several persons started to cheer 


the verdict and a dozen bailiffs 
cried “order” quelling the incipi- 
ent disturbance. 

“Who started that?” asked 
Judge Harold G. Knight. “That 
man did it, Your Honor,” shouted 


a bailiff, pointing at a reporter for 
a Norristown newspaper near the 
door, 

The Judge ordered him placed in 
custody for a hearing in contempt 
of court. Judge Knight had warned 
the crowd against a demonstra- 
tion under pain of a citation for 
contempt. 

Meets Friends, Relatives. 

The jury brought in its verdict 
a few minutes before 11 o'clock. 
Allen immédiately was surrounded 
by friends. He was congratulated 
and patted on the back and many 
hands were outstretched for him 
to grasp. 

As quickly as he could be taken 
through the crowd he was escort- 
ed from the place into a nearby 
room where he met friends and 
relatives. 

Newspaper men were restrained 
from leaving the room while the 
contempt proceedings were being 
conducted by the court. After tes- 
timony of a number of newspaper 
men, the offending reporter was 
discharged. 

A half an hour before the jury 
gave its verdict it came into court 
for instructions on the law on jus- 
tifiable homicide in the case of 
self defense. 

The court jeld the jurors if the 
defendant “believed himself in 
danger of great bodily harm, then 
he was justified in shooting Don- 
aldson.” 

This was taken to mean by the 
crowd that the jury would soon 
return with an acquittal. 

Family Is Reconciled. 

Shortly after young Allen was 
taken to the side room, Rose was 
brought in. She ran to the out- 
stretched arms of her nervous but 
smiling brother, buried her head 
on his shoulders and gave way to 
tears.

Edward's father, Horace Allen, 
was in court and threw his arms 
around his son. The father, who 
has been quite ill since the shoot- 
ing and in danger of collapse, 
showed his first broad smile since 
the trial started. 

Henry G. Pearce. close friend of 
the Allen family, said that a per- 
manent reconciliation had been ef- 
fected. Prior to the trial Rose had 
visited her brother only once or 
twice in jail and had barely spoken 
to her father. She was said to 
have been embittered because the 
father was the first to make public! 
her alleged relationship with Don- 
aldson. 

Story of the Shooting. 

Allen killed Donaldson with a 
shotgun in the Allen ‘apartment in 
the fashionable Green Hill Farms 
Hotel near hiladelphia on the 
night of Nov. “9. The shooting fol- 
lowed a quarrel over Donaldson's 
attentions to Rose, 18 years old. 
He had been forbidden to come 
to the apartment to see Rose and 
she left her home and met Don- 
aldson and his friend, A. G. H. 
Lucas at the Bellevue Stratford 
Hotel im Philadelphia. She told 
them she had been ordered out of 
the house Donaldson and 
Lucas, according to the latter's tes- 
timony, went to the Allen apart- 
ment to bring about peace.

Correspondent Describes 
Visit to Woosung Forts 


Finds All Buildings in Compound Demolished 
by Japanese Fire, but Chinese Continue 
Their Resistance.

SHANGHAI (Sunday) Feb. 7. — 


Three days of bombing and shell- 
ing have caused terrible havoc in 
the Woosung forts, but the red, 
blue and white fiag of China still 
waves over their torn walls. This 
I discovered today when I pene- 
trated to the forts in an effort to 
settle rumors that the _ strategic 
position at the mouth of the 
Whangpoo River had fallen into 
the hands of the Japanese. 

Not only do the Chinese remain, 
but the elaborate defense works 
they are constructing indicate they 
have no intention of evacuating. Al- 
though at least four of the forts’ 
six-inch guns have been silenced 
and many of the remainder are so 
antiquated that they are useless, 
the Chinese garrison is prepared 
with rifles and machine guns to re- 
sist any attempt by the besieging 
Japanese warships to land troops. 
Already one landing attempt has 
been beaten off. 

Néarly All Buildings Wrecked. 

Entering the gates of the fort- 
ress after a two-mile walk through 
a shell-scarred area, I saw a scene 
of complete devastation. Nearly 
every building in the fort com- 
pound had been reduced to shat- 
tered tile and splintered timber. A 
few structures held a semblance of 
theim original form, but all of them 
had been shelled or bombed. The 
terrain was so badly torn up it was 
impossible to walk in a straight 
line for more than a few_yards at 


a time. The size of the holes in- 


dicated the Japanese were using 


bombs of tremendous power. I 


measured the largest of the bomb 
pits and found them to be 30 feet 


across and 12 feet deep. 

Looking out to sea, I counted 
seven Japanese ships of war, two 
miles off shore. 


The characteristic Chinese atti- 


tude was expressed by the forts’ 
commander in these words: “We 
are fighting a defensive war. We 


do not fire unless we are fired at. 
We are determined not to yield to 
the Japanese invaders. We are 
prepared to sacrifice our lives to 
hold the forts.”’ 


Still Time for Mah Jong. 

There was no lack of morale 
among the troops. The men were 
cheerful and seemed to enjoy tell- 
ing through an interpreter about 
the horror they had experienced. 

Because of the protection offered 
by underground shelters, the cas- 
ualties had been comparatively 
slight, despite the fact that several 
hundred air bombs and nearly as 
many shells from Japanese naval 
guns had exploded within the en- 
closure. The Chinese losses in the 
Woosung area were estimated at 20 
dead and 30 wounded. 

On my way out to the fortifica- 
tons my automobile was stopped 
by a trench across the road two 
miles away. I walked a few hun- 
dred yards, passed a succession of 
barricades and was stopped at a 
block house by soldiers who quick- 
ly let me go my way so that they 
might resume their game of mah 
jong. 


$12,500,000 DAMAGE DONE 
SHANGHAI BUSINESS PROPERTY 


U. S. Commercial Attache Reports 
Tess Caused During Fighting

damage to the Shanghai business 
community arising from hostilities

FIGURES ON POSSIBLE SAVING 
BY REDUCING U, S. SALARIES 


If Cuts Reached Down to $2000 
Class $55,383,465 Would 
Be Conserved. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6. — The 
Bureau of Efficiency has reported 
that a 10 per cent reduction in sal- 
aries of Government employes and 
those in the military service receiv- 
ing $2000 and more annually would 
result in a saving of $65,383,465. 

The report was submitted to 
Representative Rainey of Illinois, 
the Democratic leader, who has 
been conducting a study of the 
question of cutting Goevernment 
salaries as a result of congressional 
efforts to save through that means. 

It showed that two-thirds of the 
1,023,373 employes receive salaries 
of $2000 and less a year, amoun 
ing to $559.756,45%3.

TROOPS LAND, 
AND JAPANESE 
ATTACK FORTS 
AT WOOSUNG 


Armored Cars and Planes 
Join Newly Arrived Sol- 
diers in Offensive to Dig 
Chinese Out of Strong- 
holds. 


FOREIGNERS ADVISED 
TO GET OUT OF AREA 


Heaviest Bombardment of 
Nine Days’ Battle Under 
Way — Defenders of 
Shanghai Put Fresh Men 
in Front Line. 


By the Associated Press. 
SHANGHAI, Feb. 7. (Sunday) 
—Japanese troops, rushed to aid 


Bluejackets fighting in Shanghal, 
landed today at Woosung and im- 
mediately attacked that city of 
Chinese forts. 

Start Fighting at Once. 
Two boatlioads of men came 
ashore first, fighting as soon as 
they stepped on Chinese soil. There 
were several hundred men, sup- 
ported by seven Japanese armored 
cars. 

The first force landed west of 
Woosung, on the north bank of 
the Whangpoo River, and at once 
endeavored to push through the 
city of Woosung. 

Pevious to the landing Japanese 
airplanes . again went up over 
Shanghai. 

Seven armored cars were seen 
approaching the forts and it was 
apparent the Japanese planned to 
dig out the Chinese there and in 
the surrounding town. 

Admiral Shiosawa, was reported 
to have notified Foreign Consular 
officials that it would be advisable 
to have any of their respective na- 
tionals at Woosung leave that seo- 
tion. 

Heavy Fighting in Chapel. 

The Chinese strongholds in the 
shambles of Chapei,. defended by 
fresh troops, were battered early 
this morning by the heaviest Jap- 
anese bombardment they have 
undergone during the nine days of 
the Shanghai battle. 

Five hundred Japanese bluejack- 
ets were landed today from the de- 
stroyers Yakaze and Okikaze, 
which arrived from Japan. 

-inch Guns in Use, 

The heavy rumble from the 
region of the Japanese headquar- 
ters on the northerp edge of the 
International Settlement indicated 
that six-inch guns had been set up 
there to blast the Chinese from 
their positions about the North Sta- 
tion in Chapei, only half a mile 
away. ‘ 

Echoes of the bombardment re- 
verberated throughout Shanghai. 
Buildings rattled. The Internation- 
al Settlement was in darkness but 
the sky north was lighted at fre- 
quent intervals by the bursts of the 
guns. 

Chinese troops that have been in 
the lines during the last few days, 
standing up under heavy bombard- 
ment, were relieved during the 
night. This correspondent, in a 
tour behind the Chinese front, wit- 
nessed the relief movement. 

The Japanese are opposing the 
Nineteenth Royte Army, supposed- 
ly the best fighting outfit in the 
country, but by Western standards 
they appeared deficient in training 
and short of equipment. 

The most impressive thing about 
these troops is their extreme youth. 
Many of them seem to be no more 
than 14 years old, but they took 
their hazardeus position with 
stoicism. 

Some of them carried antiquated 
long-barreled pistols, and some had 
obsolete rifles.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Three 


bills carrying more than $110,000,- 
000 for aid to the farmers were 


approved today by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Agriculture. 

The committee ordered favorable 
reports on bills to create a re- 
volving fund of $100,000,000 for 
loans to drainage, levee ang irri- 
gation districts; to set up a $10,- 
000,000 fund for loans to agri- 
cultural credit eorporations, and 
to extend the 1931 drouth loans 
for a year. 

The $100,000,000 fund bill was 
introduced by Senator Glenn, 
(Rep.), IlL, for loans to allow 
drainage, levee and irrigation dis- 
tricts to meet their obligations on 
public works improvements. The 
loans would be made for not more 
than 40 years, with an interest rate 
of three per cent. 

The $10,000,000 fund. bill was 
introduceq by Senator George, 
(Dem.), Georgia, for loans to aid 
in the formation of agricultural 
credit corporations and livestock 
loan companies qualified to do 
business with Federal intermediate 
credit banks. 

The drouth loan bill was intro- 
duced by Senator Barkley, (Dem.), 
Kentucky, 

The Senate was in week-end re- 
cess. It will resume debate Mon- 
day on the La Follette-Costigan 
bill to appropriate $375,000,000 for 
Federal unemployment relief. 

SUas H. Strawn, president of the} 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, today threw his influence 
strongly against any direct Federal 
aid to the unemoplyed in a letter 
to members of that organization. 

Strawn said proposals for Fed- 
eral relief to the unemployed

Jolted in Race With Smith. 

His experience in running for 
Governor of New York against Al 
Smith in 1926 undoubtedly had a 
chastening effect. Mills is shrewd. 
brave and resourceful, and was 
making a rather effective campaign 
until he alluded to Smith's public 
and private life in what seemed a 
disparaging tone. In all likelihood 
he used the phrase carelessly, to 
round out a sentence. It Is diffi- 
cult to believe he Intended to reflect 
on Smith’s private life, generally 
conceded to be above reproach. 

But Mills was dealing with one 
of the most adroit and formidable 
politicians this country has known. 
The blunder was capitalized and 
dramatized instantly. With ‘‘Katie’”’ 
and all the children ranged upon 
‘the stage before a vast audience, 
Smith, in a shaking voice, chal- 
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a little lower, he ran for and«was lenged Mills or any man to find a 
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blemish on the purity of his private 
life. I am told by an eye-witness 
that Mills, Hstening to the Smith 
speech on the radio, turned white 
when he realized what was hap- 
pening. Smith beat him by 250,- 
000 votes. Many of his friends 
thought he would abandon public 
life. But a year after his unsuc- 
cessful campaign Coolidge made 
him Undersecretary of the Treas- 
ury, and he plunged back into a 
life of work and strife. 

The new Secretary probably 
would resent being called a Pro- 
gressive. He believes frankly that 
those fit to govern are limited to a 
small and select class, and that he 
isa member of it. He openly sup- 
ports the Coolidge-Mellon theory 
that the way to produce prosperity 
is to give big business virtually ev- 
erything it wants and allow the 
fruits to trickle down to “the lower 
classes.” Instead of drastically in- 
creasing the taxes of the wealthy, 
he urges ‘broadening the base” of 
taxation, in order to catch people 
who are not taxed now. 

In the Matter of Cigars. 

One of the most conspicuous 
changes resulting from the shifting 
of Mellon and Mills will be in the 
size of the secretarial cigar. Both 
men have their private brands 
made especially for them. The 
Mellon cigar is as thin as a pen- 
cil, and of moderate length, while 
the Mills smoke is a huge Corona- 
Corona-Corona affair, carried ata 
cocky angle. Jack Garner can al- 
ways make him mad by calling him 
“Ogzie.” 

In such a Cabinet as Hoover's an 
aggressive, dominating, self-confi- 
dent character like Mills will make 
a powerful impression. He reaches 
decisions quickly, and supports 
them fearlessly. He has a fine 
command of words, and uses them 
forcefully and fluently. He prob- 
ably knows more at this moment 
about the condition of national and 
international finance than any oth- 
er man in public life in this coun- 
try. 

The temper of the times is not 
propitious for the theory that Goyv- 
ernment should be of the people 
and chiefly by and f-r the.benefit 
of a favored few but that will not 
change the opinion of Ogden L 
Mills, the hard-boiled aristocrat of 
the Treasury.

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JAPAN FORMALLY | 
DENIES WAGING OF 
AGGRESSIVE WAR 


Acting Only ‘to Put End to 
Menace of Chinese Armies 
and Restore Safety’ to 


Shanghai.

, TOKIO, Feb. 6.—The Japanese 
Government issued a formal de- 
claration tonight that it has no in- 
tention whatever of entering upon 
an aggressive campaign in Shang- 
hai and that its purpose in send- 
ing army units there, is “to put an 
end to the menace of the Chinese 
armies and to relieve inhabitants of 
all nationalities from the strain of 
fear.” An early announcement 
said the government had decided to 
send a military force to China. 

Japan has no political ambition 
in the Shanghai region “nor any 
thought of encroaching on _ the 
rights and interests of other pow- 
ers,"’ the government declared. 

The statement did not set forth 
the size of the army expedition that 
is being sent to relieve the blue- 
jackets now in Shanghai, but said 
that its strength would be limited 
to what is “absolutely required.” 

The official announcement cover- 
ed six typewritten pages, most of 
which were devoted to denouncing 
the anti-Japanese movement in 
China and reiterating the Japanese 
position that this movement was 
the real cause of the Shanghai 
trouble. 

Result of Pressure. 

The English version af the state- 
ment was issued much sooner than 
had been expected. It was under- 
stood this speed was the result of 
pressure at ‘home and abroad for 
dispelling the mystery which had 
veiled plans for the Shanghai ex- 
pedition. 

The government’s explanation, an 
authoritative source said, would be 
published in London, Paris, Geneva 
and Shanghai. It was understood 
the government decided to issue the 
statement after Great Britain and 
the United States conveyed “ex- 
pressions of disappointment” to 
Tokio on learning of the plans to 
dispatch fresh troops to Shanghai. 
The government declared the 
new expeditionary force “will be 
guided solely by the policy of pro- 
tecting the common interests of all 
the Powers.”’ 

“No Other Motive.” 


“The Japanese Government,” the 
statement continued, “is prempted 
by no other motive than that of 
discharging its international duty 
and of safeguarding the large num- 
ber of Japanese nationals and 
property worth hundreds of mil- 
lions. "8 * Unless the Chi- 
nese, by continuing hostilities or by 
obstructing our army in attaining 
th®se ends, compel it to take nec- 
essary action, ther- is no intention 
whatever that it should enter upon 
an aggressive campaign.” 
Foreswearing any political ambi- 
tion or any thought of encroach- 
ments on other Powers, the state- 
ment went on: 
“What they (the Japanese) do 
desire is to promote the safety and 
prosperity of that region by co- 
operation with the other Powers 
and -by mytual assistance, so con- 
tributing to peace and well-being 
in the Far East.”’ 

China “Uncontroliabie.” 
The statement said the sending 
ofa new force to Shanghai was 
“no more significant than the send- 
ing of bluejackets in accordance 
with the practice on several pre- 
vious occasions,” and pointed out 
that “‘there are obvious limitations 
to the naval units which can be 
landed.” 
“In the existing state of affairs,” 
the Government explanation con- 
tinued, “China is uncontrolled and 
uncontrollable, and in view of his- 
torical precedents in such cases we 
can have no assurance as to the 
possible behavior of the vast Chin- 
ese armies concentrated in the 
Shanghai area, should unscrupulous

One report was that Japanese 
bluejackets forcibly entered and 
ransacked the American Presbyte- 
rian Mission and Press on North 
Szchuen road, well'within the area 
occupied by the Japanese, despite 
the fact that an official notice of 
the American Consul was nailed up 
on the entrance to the property. 

(Officials of the Board of For- 
eign Missions of the Presbyterian 
Church in New York said they had 
no reason to think their mission in 
Shanghai had been ransacked. They 
shid the board's mission might have 
been confused with a mission press, 
formerly owned by the board but 
sold Jan. 1. Whetlier the mission 
press was occupied by Americans 
these officials did not know). 

The mission of the American 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
in Hongkew, which was ransacked 
by Japanese bluejackets last week, 
was shelled by light artillery and 
officials who were in the building 
trying to find out how much dam- 
age had been done by the blue- 
jackets, retired under shell fire. 
Whether the projectiles came from 
Japanese or Chinese guns was not 
known. 

Two Japanese Air Raids. 

Two air rails were put on Sat- 
urday by the Japanese. Shortly be- 
fore noon 14 planes appeared over 
the Italian settlement and Chapei 
and soon bombs were raining down. 
The attack was brief but at 3 
o'clock the planes swept out of the 
mists over the lower Yangtze and 
dropped more bombs. 

Then the artillery and machine 
guns got going. Chinese anti-air- 
craft gunners opened up on the 
planes at 4:30 p. m., but the ships 
continued their maneuvers, drop- 
ping their charges as they picked 
out their objectives on the ground. 

The airmen withdrew just as 
darkness fell. Then a heavy gun 
opened up, -flinging shells into 
Chapei at frequent intervals. The 
belief was expressed that perhaps 
the gun was on one of the Japa- 
nese warships on the Whagoo. 

The expected Chinese air activity 
materialized only in the appear- 
ance of two Chinese airmen, who 
sailed over the metropolitan area 
but soon disappeared to the west. 

Just outside the eastern border of 
the International Settlement along 
the Shanghai-Woosung highway, 
the Japanese naval forces started 
work on an airplane landing field. 

In addition to Japanese, a group 
of ‘white’ Russians labored on the 
field. Japanese airmen tested it by 
taking off and landing as the work 
progressed. Observers expressed 
the belief that this activity indi- 
catci plans by the Japanese for air 
operations on a larger scale.

MITCHELL UNABLE 
TO FIGURE COST OF 
DRY ENFORCEMENT 


Wickersham Commission’s 
Estimate of $34,000,000 
a Year Contains ‘Dispari- 
ties,’ He Says.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Attor- 

ney-General Mitcpel! said today the 

Government was without reliable 


figures on the cost of prohibition 
enforcement. 

He described the Wickersham 
‘Commission report which made an 
estimate of more than $34,000,000 
a year 4s containing “disparitie#’ 
where it attempts to. apportion 
costs between prohibition and oth- 
er law enforcement activities, but 
added: “I have no doubt the 
commission did the best it could in 
an attempt to approximate these 
costs."’ 

Further, Mitchell said: “It is 
also to be noted that the elimina- 
tion of prohibition cases from the 
Department of Justice and the 
courts would not reduce the ex- 
penses of all these agencies in di- 
rect proportion to the reduction in 
the volume of business, as most of 
these agencies would have to be 
continued for the transaction of 
other kinds of business.”’ 

Mitchell's statement was con- 
tained in a letter to Represent- 
ative Will R. Wood of Indiana, 
ranking Republican on the House 
Appropriations Committee and for- 
mer chairman. Wood had request- 
ed a statement showing total cost 
of Federal prohibition enforce- 
ment. 

The Wickersham Commission es- 
timated that in the fiscal year 1930 
it cost $34,828,550 to enforce the 
dry law—or two-thirds of Govern- 
ment expenditures to administer 
criminal justice. Its report said 
the figure was based on estimates 
of Justice Department. officials. 

“T did not know that any such 


material had ever been obtained 
from this department,” Mitchell 
wrote. “I have made inquiry from 


the Solicitor-Gencral as to the basis 
for the estimate from his office 
and he was not aware that such 
an estimate had been made. 

“It appears that some member of 
his staff did attempt a rough guess 
at the proportion of their time 
spent on prohibition cases, but the 
Solicitor-Gerferal advises me that 
he has no data which would enable 
him to apportion. the expense of 
his division between criminal and 
civil litigation or to make a further 
apportionment between various 
classes of criminafeases. The same 
situation must be true with respect 
to other offices.”’ 

Explaining why reHable figures

MOSCOW, Feb. 6.—Lack of 
watches is said by the transport 
union party to explain recent rail- 
road disasters in Russia. 

No wonder, officials declare, 
that serious wrecks occur, that 
trains are often late and the trans. 
portation system as a whole suffers 
from lack of co-ordination when 
conductors, switchmen, dispatchers 


and even engineers cannot tell 
whether they are operating on 
schedule, 


To meet the situation the union, 
acting in concert with the commis- 
sariat of transport, tried for several 
months the experiment of issuing 
watches to railroad men as they 
went on duty and having them 
turned in at the closé of work so 
they would be available for the 
next shift. This proved unsatisfac- 
tory chiefly because the watches 
were not properly cared for. 

Now the union has called on the 
commissariat of supply to speed 
up the output of watches so that at 
least all railroad men may have 
them, 

Only a few weeks ago the first 
watches of Soviet manufacture ap- 
peared in the stores of Moscow. 
They were of approximately the 
same size and precision of the dol- 
far variety in the United States and 
were priced at between 60 and 75 
rubles ($30 and $37.50). They are 
available only in limited quantities.

State Board Conditionally 
Approves Sale of Its Gen- 

erating Plants to Union 
Electric. ' 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 6.— 
The proposal by which the _ St. 
Louis Public Service Co. expects, 
in effect, to-exchange its two power 
generating plants in St. Louis for 
complete ownership of the People’s 
Motor Bus Co. received the condi- 
tional approval of the State Public 
Service Commission in an order 
handed down today. 
If the plan is carried out the 
Public Service Co, will sell the two 
generating plants, valued in the 
rate base at $3,542,000, to Union 
Electric Light & Power Co. for ap- 
proximately $2,100,000, and it is 
expected that in payment Union 
Electric will turn over to the Pub- 
lic Service Co. all the stock of the 
People’s Motor Bus Co. This would 
be accomplished by the assignment 
by the Public Service Co. to Union 
Electric the option it now holds to 
purchase the bus: company for 
about $2,100,000, which it has been 
unable to exercise for lack of 
funds. 
The deal is conditioned upon ne- 
gotiation of a new power contract 
between the Public Service Co, and 
Union Electric, satisfactory to the 
Public Service Commission, The 
street railway company now pur- 
chases about 90 per cent of its pow- 
er from Union Electric, and if it 
sells its plants, will have to buy all 
its power from Union Electric. At 
hearings before the Commissjpn, 
Union Electric representatives said 
they were willing to buy the raul- 
way plants only if a new contract 
were negotiated to cover all power 
requirements of the street car com- 
pany.

LIMA, Peru, Feb. 6.—Augusto 
B. Leguia, former President and 
dictator of Peru, died today in a 
naval hospital at Bellavista, where 
he had been suffering from bron- 
chial pneumonia. He was 68 years 
old. 

His death automatically solved 
Peru's “Leguia problem,” arising 
out of charges of irregularities 
placed against him after his 11 
years of iron-handed rule had 
been overthrown by a revolution. A 
United States Senate committee's 
investigation of foreign loans also 
involved his administration. 

He was taken from the Lima 
Penitentiary to the naval hospital 
last November, when his health 
failed, and underwent an opera- 
tion. 4 

He will be buried at Callao to- 
morrow.

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SIX OF TEN FOUND 
GUILTY BY JURIES 


Record of Criminal Courts for 
the Last Week—Many 
Plead Guilty. 


Nine jury trials in the criminal 
divisions of Circuit Court last week 
resulted in the conviction of six 
persons and the acquittal of four. 
Among those convicted were James 
P. Murphy and Joseph Kelly, Chi- 
cago. who were jointly charged 
with robbery under the Henry law. 


They disarmed a policeman, who 
had entered a Biddle street beer 
flat on orders of his superior, 
bound him and left. *They were 
arrested soon afterward in a stol- 
en automobile, carrying three re- 
volvers, one of which was the 
property of the policeman. They 
were sentenced to serve 10 years 
in the penitentiary. 
Mrs. Adeline Giles, 23 years old, 
mother of a 6-year-old daughter, 
was sentenced to five years in the 
penitentiary for assisting her hus- 
band, Johnson C. Giles, in the hold- 
up of a St. Louis avenue dry goods 
store. where $449 was taken. Mrs. 
Giles pleaded that what she did 
was under duress of her husband, 
who took the stand and declared 
that he was the instigator of the 
crime and had ordered his wife 
to accompany him, which she did 
reluctantly.

Bureau of Mines today announced 
that the death rate in coal mine 
accidents during 1931 probably 
would prove to be the lowest per 
million tons in the history of the 
industry in the United States. Up 
to date 1430 deaths have been re- 
ported for the calendar year 1931, 
It is estimated that production dur- 
ing the year was 437,641,000 tons, 
making a death rate of 3.27 per 
million tons mined. 

During December $3 men were 
killed in mine accidents. This was 
33 less than the number reported 
in December a year ago and 10 less 
than during November, 1931. There 
were five disasters during 1931 in 
which five or more lives were lost.

46,217 MORE ALIENS LEFT 
U. S. THAN ARRIVED IN 1931 


9234 Deported for Various Causes 
During Final Six Months 


of Year.

WASHINGTON. Feb. 6.—The 


Immigration Bureau today an- 
nounced that 46,217 more aliens 
left the United States during 1931 
than arrived. Included with figures 
for December immigration were 
those for the admissé@ns and de- 


partures in the calendar year, 1931. 
Immigrants entering totaled 43,353 
— there were 89,570 aliens leav- 
ng. 

Total arrival of aliens in .this 

country including both immigrant 
and non-immigrant were 199,964. 
The non-immigrant classes include 
tourists and other visitors. De- 
partures of aliens totaled 294,438 
including both classes. Non-emi- 
grants leaving totaled 204,868. 
During the year immigration de- 
creased 75.9 per cent in compari- 
son with 1930. The decrease from 
Europe was 91,783 or 78 per cent; 
from Canada 31,877 or 77.1; Mex- 
ico, 4234 or 66.4, and from other 
countries 9004 or 60.3. 
During December the bureau re- 
ported 1336 aliens making a total 
of 9234 for the six months from 
July to December. They included 
928 criminals and 486 persons de- 
ported for immoral reasons. There 
were 1690 indigent aliens removed 
to their native lands at their own 
request.

Dangers in Evasions. 


The international situation will then in- 
deed be a grave one. It is no use dismissing 
the peril with a scoff at the histrionics of 
Hitlerism> That movement represents the 
honest fury of the youth of Germany with the 
way the fatherland was tricked into disarm- 
ing its defenses. A great nation driven to 
d@pair is a peril to the world. 

In my view, the conference ought to set 
before itself definitely as its agreed aim a 
reduction of all armaments to a level suffi- 


> cient for the preservation in each country of 


internal order and for frontier defense 
against aggression by corresvondingly dis- 
armed neighbors; but inadequate alike in 
quality to undertake major aggressive opera- 
tions against other countries. 

So far as the weapons of war are con- 
cerned, this involves abandonment of those 
engines which are solely of value for aggres- 
sive warfare—heavy artillery, tanks, aerial 
bombing planes, also larger battleships of 
dreadnaught and post-dreadnaught types. 

In regard to military forces, it implies 
abolition of systems of universal military 
training and, either substitution in each 
country of a small voluntary force of long- 
service men who take up the army as their 
vocation and are paid accordingly, or an al- 
ternative by lot system that would train only 
a smal) proportion of the youth of the coun- 
try to the use of arms. 

Reserves, war stores and machinery for 
their production should similarly be cut down. 
When we disarmed Germany we took away or 
destroyed not only her munitions but her 
jigs, gauges, tools and machinery for muni- 
tion manufacture and compelled the conver- 
sion of her 6900 factories from purposes 
war to those of peace. :

The peace establishment of the army in 
the United Kingdom is 148,900 men. The 
yearly bill for the pay of these forces is 13,- 
203,000 pounds. The metropolitan troors 
alone of the French army on peace establish- 
ment number 269,575, or nearly twice our 
total (excluding their colonial and oversea 
forces and their 5,000,000 reserves); but 
their past costs 6,662,000 pounds, or scarcely 
more than half the British bill. 


In other words, the pay in our army is 
nearly four times as high as in the French 
conscript army and, in addition, barrack ac- 
commodation, clothing and other amenities of 
British troops are far better. 

The rate of pay in the United States army 
is more than six times that in the French and 
the cost of their provisions more than twice 
as great, for their gigantic reserves hardly 
appear in the French budget at all. 

Clearly, therefore, crude budgetary limita- 
tion of military expenditure is quite unsuit-' 
able for achieving general disarmament. If 
we are really bent on achieving definite dis-. 
armament and not merely in making a ges- 
ture or adopting a plausible formula, the na- 
tions must agree to renounce their more 
powerful weapons of aggression and abandon 
their methods of giving military training to 
large bodies of their citizens; and scrap their 
reserves of munitions and their facilities for 
producing them rapidly and in large quanti- 
ties. 


Not Hopeful of Success. 


Do I think the present conference will ac- 
complish this? Frankly, I do not.

Flood of Taxes — 
Engulfs Every

If we Mmit ourselves to a few 
examples taken from the countries which are 
most in the limelight, expenditures and taxes 
have doubled, grosso modo, in Italy, in 
France, and in Germany; they have tripled in 
Switzerland; they have quadrupled, and even 
more than quadrupled, in England and the 
United States. 

The list could easily be lengthened. It 
is a general illness, new, and very dangerous; 
and of which the modern world hardly re- 
alizes the existence. 

Double, triple, quadruple the taxes of all 
the countries in 15 years 

When one thinks that, in old days, to aug- 
ment the taxes by a few millions was a her- 
culean. effort, even for the strongest of 
governments, one is astounded, Whence has 
the modern state drawn that superhuman 
strength to bleed the peoples white? How 
can one explain the docility and indifference 
with which our epoch everywhere submits to 
the fiscal policy? 

Nearly all the revolts and revolutions of 
history have been wars against taxes, Liber- 
ty was originally conceived as the right to 
consent to a tax, which was not to be imposed 
at will. Why, in the age of liberty, does pub- 
lic opinion take so little heed of this fiscal 
oppression? And why are the majority of 
those who contribute to it in all countries 
even ignorant of the fabulous extent to which 
taxes have grown in the last ten years?

ous mystery. Taxes are paid in money; the 
more money there is about, the less heavily 
the tax weighs. One of the reasons why the

time of the French Revoltion was that at 
that time money was scarce. 

The age of gold began in 1848, with the 
discovery of the mines in California an@ 
Australia; the production of gold increased 
rapidly from year to year; money was abun- 
dant, prices rose, and the world was enriched. 
States began to spend without avarice; and 
the peoples became accustomed to paying 
ever-increasing taxes without much ado. 

It is impossible to understand the history 
of Europe and America after 1848 if one 
is ignorant of the ever-growing monetary fa- 
cilities which the States enjoyed in the second 
half of the nineteenth century. | 

These facilities enabled the States of 
Europe and America to increase their taxes 
during the last 20 years without encountering 
ever-growing resistance. In two generations 
the Western peoples became accustomed to 
consider the incessant development of public 
expenditure as a law. of nature. 


When the Reaction Came. 

The multiplication by two, by three and by 
four of expenditure and taxes, which we have 
seen during the last 15 years in all countries, 
is only the exaggeration of that tendency, 
produced by a sickly abundance of money, 
The World War accumulated gold in cer- 
tain States. Inflation and credit, which were 
abundant as they were easy, assured a fic- 
titious or swollen prosperityfor a few years.

ing Paul Clayton, president of the 
Illinois Chamber of Commerce, in an 
address delivered by him before the 
Belleville Chamber of Commerce, the 
substance of which was for the elimina- 
tion of townships and merging of Illinois 
counties with a view toward reducing 
taxes. 

Taxes should be reduced, but the elim!- 
> se nation of townships and merging of 
i= a . counties is one step forward in a devel- 
opment which began during the past half 
century and bids fair to outrank all 
tramplings of czars and kings on civil 
rights once gained. Silently and quietly, 
it is divesting all local. government of 
its rights and liberties of directing the 
expenditures of its own taxable moneys. 

The concentration of power to lévy 
taxes in the hands of a few taxing bodies 
will in no wise reduce taxes; on the ¢on- 
trary, it will defeat the purpose and jn- 
crease political machinery. 

Past experience has taught us that a 
tax or levy against the people is seldom, 
if ever, reduced regardless of what body 
makes the levy. For instance, prior to 
June 29, 1931, each county in [Illinois 
supported all paupers within its area. 
After that date, the various towns within 
3 ; the counties were required to take care 
es of their own paupers, which required a 
levy by each town against the taxable 
property within the corporate limits. The 
counties having been relieved of this bur- 
den, it would naturally be expected that 
county levies would be reduced to an 
amount commensurate with that being 
borne by the various towns within the 
county area. Was this done? The answer 
is no. 

Legislation of the kind recommended 
by Mr..Clayton would be only another 
camouflage on the people similar to that 
of the eighteenth amendment.

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In order fully to understand what is happening in 
the Orient, it is necessary. to review what has oc 
curred since China was opened to the Occident as a 
result of the Anglo-Chinese War of 1839-42, known as 
the Optum War. It is a tale of ruthless greed and ex- 


duplicated in human annals. It explains why the 
Chinese hate not only the Japanese, but all foreigners. 

Prior'to the Opium War, China was a vast, peaceful, 
self-contained nation, or, if Bertrand Russell's distinc- 
tion is more accurate, civilization. That is to say, 
while the Chinese were akin in culture, language and 
religion, they had no strong sense of national political 
solidarity. 
his book, “Imperialism and World Politics,” the Chi- 
nese were 

too much absorbed in the eternal realities of 
work and love and children and friends and fam- 
ily, too much accustomed to local and individual 
liberty, and too placidly certain of the uncon- 
querable massiveness of their race and civiliza- 
tion, to be much agitated by the fears or ambi- 
tions of smaller nations, or much concerned by 
the fact that their Emperor and their bureau- 
cracy were of the alien Manchu race. 

In 1839 a Chinese commissioner at Canton decided 
to put an end to the profitable opium trade by which 
British merchants were uebauching the Chinese peo- 
ple. The war that ensued was short and disastrous. 
As the spoils of victory, Great Britain exacted an in- 
demnity, took the island of Hongkong and caused 
five Chinese cities—Shanghai, Canton, Amoy, Foo- 
chow and Ningpo—to be opened to Western com- 
merce. At this time also was extraterritoriality 
born, it being stipulated in the peace treaty that Brit- 
ish citizens in the port cities should not be subject 
to Chinese law. Still another result, one that has 
bedeviled China for 90 years, flowed from the opium 
war: China relinquished the right to regulate its own 
tariff. 

Other nations, jealously watching Britain’s prog- 
ress, were not slow to seek a share in the practically 
untapped Chinese market. With all the frantic en- 
ergy of a gold rush, they poured their goods into 
China and set the stage for the drama that now ap- 
proaches a climactic point at Shanghai. At this early 
time, too, the missionaries arrived to convert the 
“heathen.” To their activities the Taiping Rebellion 
is traceable. A Chinese who had embraced Chris- 
tianity undertook to overthrow the Emperor and suc- 
ceeded only in plunging his land into the Anglo-Chi- 
nese War of 1857, in which France joined. Again 
the-Chines” were helpless against Western guns, and 
again they paid through the nose. This time more 
ports were opened; the Yangtze River, tapping China’s 
richest valley, became a European trade route. The 
tariff was lowered, safety of missionaries guargnteed 
and other concessions made. 

Now China discovered that friends can be as costly 
as enemies. Russia, supposedly a Chinese partisan in 
the second British war, sought recompense and was 
granted all Chinese territory north of the Amur 
River and east of the Assuri, what later became the 
maritime province of Russian Siberia. This was the 
first large slice of China grabbed by foreigners. It 
was followed by other grabs, which make the parti- 
tion of Poland seem a minor crime. Japan took 
Korea, France seized Annam and Tonkin, Burma 
went to Britain, and Russia, in its quest for a warm 
water port, gained contfol of Manchuria. The Pow- 
ers tore China apart like wolves at a carcass. 

Mere territorial grants, however, were a prelude 
to systematic exploitation of China’s rich interior. 
The Powers vied with one another for the right to 
build railroads, for control of mines and oil fields, 
and whatever else was valuable. Since railroad rights 
also involved vast trade concessions, fierce rivalries 
broke out among the Powers which were settled by 
the establishment of “spheres of influence.” The Rus- 
sians built the Chinese Eastern Railway across Man- 
churia to Viadivostok, France’s sphere was the three 
southern provinces, Britain took the Yangtze Val- 
ley and Germany carved out Shantung for its tidbit. 
Japan, which had admitted Western civilization fol- 
lowing Commodore Perry's second trip in 1854, al- 
most immediately altered the tempo and objectives 
of its life. It saw the advantage of Occidental meth- 
ods and, with surprising ability and diligence, began 
to gopy them. Japan’s penetration of Korea led to 
the Sino-Japanese War of 1894, which, like all of

conceal Japan’s design to acquire Korea, which it has 
since done. | : 
It was inevitable that Japan, afflicted with growing 
pains and new-found strength, should regard the 
presence of ‘Russia in Manchuria, and especially 
Southern Manchuria, as a menace. In 1903, Japan 
demanded the withdrawal of Russian troops from 
Manchuria, and offered to recognize Russian rights in 
most of Manchuria, if, as quid pro quo, Russia conced- 
ed Korea to be a Japanese sphere of influence. Diplo- 
matic negotiations broke down and war ensued. 
Japan’s surprising victory brought Nippon to the 
front as a first-rate Power. The present trouble in 
Manchuria has its roots in the peace settlement, in 
which the Japanese won the right to exploit Southern 
Manchuria. 
While the Powers wrangled and fought over China, 
a bitter brew was cooking in the hearts and minds 
of the Chinese. The Dowager Empress Tsze-hsi, after 
frustrating Emperor Kwangsu’s effort to modernize 
China, as had been done in Japan, encouraged the ris- 
ing tide of anti-foreign sentiment in China. It man- 
ifested itself in 1899 by sporadic attacks on mis- 
sionariés and other Europeans, and in 1900 the inci- 
dent known as the Boxer War occurred. The Boxers 
were members of a society who believed in China for 
the Chinese, and they sought with fanatical zeal to 
expel all foreigners. A violent outbreak in Pekin 
caused Russia, Germany, Japan, the United States 
and Great Britain to send troops, and the rebellion 
was quickly snuffed out. The price exacted of China 
was an indemnity of $325,000,000, an intolerable bur- 
den upon the Pekin Government. The United States 
set aside its share for education of Chinese students 
in this country. 
The Chinese Revolution of 1911, while it overthrew 
the Manchu dynasty and made China a republic, was 
anti-climactical. During the confusion, Russia im- 
proved ‘the shining hour to seize Outer Mongolia, 
while Great Britain added most of Tibet to its sphere 
of influence. Yuan Shih-kai, who became President, 
proved himself a reactionary of the most vicious type 
and used his power in a vain effort to crush the 
Kuomintang, or people’s party, and Dr. Sun Yat-sen, 
its leader, the outstanding political figure of modern 
China. In that party lay, and stil] lies, China’s hope 
to break its fetters, but the inauspicious advent of 
the republic, caused by Yuan Shih-kai’s treachery, re- 
sulted in protracted civil war, which, in some form 
or other, has persisted until the present. : 
The World War gave Japan the opportunity it had 
long sought to acquire a standing in the Orient su- 
perior to that of the Western nations. It seized from 
Germany Kiaochow Bay and Shantung and presented 
the famous Twenty-one Demands to China, which, 
if granted, would, in the words of Dr. Moon, have 
made China a Japanese Egypt. Since the interests of 
all the other Powers were imperiled by the demands, 
and since China displayed stubborn resistance, some 
of the more extreme demands were withdrawn. How- 
ever, when the war ended, the Western Powers dis- 
covered that Japan, whose sphere of influence had 
been widened to include Shantung, Eastern Mongolia, 
Northern Manchuria and Fukien, was now practically 
supreme in the Orient. 
Imperialism had done its work well in China, after 
80 years of pillage, but it had also fanned the flame 
of Chinese nationalism. It became clear, especially 
to the disciples of Dr. Sun Yat-sen, young Chinese 
who had exposed themselves to Western education, 
that China's salvation lay,in cultivating this spirit of 
nationalism until it grew strong enough to permit 
the establishment of a powerful central government. 
Such a government does not yet exist in China, but 
the warfare in Manchuria and the bombardment of 
Shanghai are helping to bring it into being. As 
Bismarck unified Germany by sending it to war 
against France, so the Chinese leaders are capitaliz- 
ing. anti-Japanese feeling to the same end. 
What will be the outcome of this great historical 
drama? Napoleon said of China: “There lies a sleep- 
ing giant. Let him sleep, for when he wakes he will 
move the world.” Japan, heedless of that ominous 
utterance, is rousing the giant, and perhaps planting 
the seeds of its own destruction. China’s four hun- 
dred millions, goaded by nearly a century of foreign

| injustice, may be about to fulfill Napoleon’s prophecy. 
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Goy. Pinchot of Pennsylvania has thrown his 
strength to those who urge a huge Federal bond issue 
for public works. Such a measure, the Governor as- 
serted, would check deflation, provide jobs, “restore 
confidence, increase activity and start all business, 
and with it prices, well on the upgrade.” 

The reasoning behind such a belief is impressive, 
notwithstanding both France and Germany found in 
the post-war period that large outlays for public 
works complicated rather than helped the national 
economy. Money spent for public works, say its pro- 
ponents, would be paid out for material. Material pro 
ducers would, in turn, hire laborers and pay out 
wages. With this purchasing power, working meu 
would immediately increase their purchase of goods at 
retail. Retailers would be forced to place orders with 
the wholesalers; wholesalers with manufacturers: 
manufacturers with material producers. Employment 
would consequently expand, and, with it, purchasing 
power and all business activity. This revival of busi- 
ness would, they think, bring with it a restoration of 
confidence; ease the banking stringency and enable 
banks to lend and business men to borrow with re- 
newed safety. They believe this improvement of the 
banking situation would re-establish the credit upon 
which all business activity is based; that public con- 
struction, if extensive enorgh, would stimylate busi- 
ness strongly and directly. They feel that by com- 
parison anything the new Reconetruction Finance Cor.- 
poration can do will be indirect and feeble; that the 
plan would supply the stimulus, which private effort 
is now powerless to supply, to set the wheels of in- 
dustry in motion once more. 

It must be admitted, however, that the project 
presents many serious difficulties. A bond issue of 
five billion dollars, coming on the heels of the two- 
billion issue for the reconstruction corporation and 
another two-billion issue which will be required to 
meet the deficit, could be sold only "by methods of 
solicitation and appeals to patriotism comparable to 
these which were needed to float the Liberty loans 
during the war. It is probable that-it could wot be 
sold without a substantial Increase in the rate of 
interest for public borrowing. And it would un- 


doubtedly depress the price of Federal bonds which

are already outstanding. It would, moreover, neces 
sitate the continuance of high rates of taxation dur- 
ing the next period of prosperity for the payment of 
principal and interest on the ~ augmented « national 
debt. 

Serious as these objections are, the proposal, none 
the less, continues, as conditions of unemployment 
grow more serious, to challenge consideration. The 
La Follette-Costigan bill, now before the Senate after 
emerging from committee with a recommendation 
that it do pass, compels serious thought of whether 
we do not face a choice between giving the people 
something to do or resorting to such outright doles 
as that proposed by the bill, which would distribute 
$375,000,000 for relief. Admittedly, the public works 
measure is a last resort; but we are confronted by 
a well-nigh complete paralysis of industry and by 
unemployment which even threatens actual starva- 
tion. 

Men, women and children need food. They need 
decent houses to live in. They need clothes. We have 
the labor; we have the brains; we have the resources 
to enable us @ supply these wants. Are we con- 
demned to sit idly by and wait and hope that time 
will solve our problems? There is not a road which 
does not present hazards to life which men and ma- 
chines now idle could eliminate. There is not a city 
which is free from disease-breeding slums which labor 
could eradicate; areas of ugliness which could be 
turned into spots of beauty. There is a crying need 
of clean and comfortable housing for industrial work- 
ers in urban areas. There are great power sites 
awaiting development, and there are dangerous grade 
crossings to be eliminated. The Democratic leaders 
in Congress admit the situation and the sole recourse 
remaining by themselves proposing a $750,000,000 sub- 
stitute measure for the La Follette-Costigan bill; 
half for relief and half for public works. 

There appears to be no means of foreseeing how 
the plan would work. The Government could get the 
money. We could create the improvements. We could 
pay off the bonds by taxation. The experiment would 
be heroic, it is true. Unfortunately, its opponents 
have offered no other way to rescue us from stagna-

with all the force of the monstrous 
development of the last 10 years. 

The great question for each peo- 
ple today is to know how and in 
what measure it can carry its bur- 
den. 

Germany and Italy bend under 
its weight. France and Switzerland 
seem to have sufficiently solid 
sinéws, one for double taxes and 
the other for’triple. England stag- 
gers under taxes four times heavier 
than in 1914. 

World’s Econonvic Blindness. 

What will the United States do? 
Will they be able to bear the 
strain? Will they. also stagger one 
day like England? It is certain 
that in no country is it so necessary 
as in the United States to study the 
crisis through which England is 
passing. It contains, perhaps, a 
valuable warning. 

There is nothing too complicated 
or too obscure in the disasters 
which have flung themselves upon 
the world. Their cause is simple. 

Why did not Europe understand 
in the year 1919 that, after an 
enormous war of four years, all 
the belligerents needed 10 years of 
economy and wise management, 
and that the states ought to set 
the example? 

Why did the most enlightened 
epoch of history. allow. itself to be 
deceived by the strange illusion 
that it was possible to cure the 
effects of destruction by waste? 
Why was it that the peoples had 
to reach the edge of the abyss be- 
fore they opened their eyes and saw 
it in front of them? 

But blindness to simple truths 
seems to be a genera] malady of 
our day. One might cite several 
examples of this. Take, for in- 
stance, the problem of debts and 
reparations. It gets more and more 
complicated from month to month, 
and its tangled impossibilities be- 
come mingled from month to 
month with all the other difficul- 
ties by which the world is tor- 
mented. Why? Because in this 
domain also an elementary npphctges 
has been misunderstood. 

The Allies of the great war im: 
posed important indemnities on 
those whom they had conquered, 
and dispersed after they had made 
peace, demanding mutually consid- 
erable sums from each other. 

If all these engagements are to 
be carried out, it will be necessary 
that for ‘wo generations enormous 
sums should be paid from state to 
state, and from Europe to Amer- 
ica. A considerable part of that 
money will have to cross the At- 
lantic. 

Debts Paid With More Debts. 
Besides this, the war was fol- 


lowed by universal debt, The 
countries which after the war 
found themselves possessed of 


much gold, the United States and 
nearly all the European neutral 
states, lent considerable sums of 
money to other states which were 


The creditor states have a right 
to receive their interest annually. 
Their loans further international 
debts whi) must be added to the 
others. 

The conclusion was obvious. As 
the peoples could only pay their 
debts in merchandise, it was nec- 
essary to remove as many obstacles 
as possible so as to facilitate the 
circulation of merchandise for the 
benefit of the regulation of repa- 
rations and debts of war. The 
multiplication of international bor- 
rowing demanded a slackening of 
protectionism. 

Everywhere the opposite course 
was pursued. The United States 
demanded the payment of their war 
debts and multiplied their borrow- 
ings On all the continents, but they 
raised their tariffs at the same time 
to such a point that importation 
from Europe became almost impos- 
sible. 

But how were the debts to be 
paid when the means of payment 
were taken away from the debtor? 
For a certain time the payments 
were made by making new debts. 
America paid herself by increasing 
the debts. But it was impossible 
to go on indefinitely paying the 
debts by continually making new 
ones. 

The Europeans nations, while 
they complained continually of the 
United States’ policy, imitated it. 
They demanded important indem- 
nities from Germany, and they 
lent her considerable sums, but 
they put every obstacle possible in 
the way of German exports. Ger- 
many also, so far as possible, paid 
by making fresh debts. 

Gold’s Inactive Part Now 

The consequences of this contra- 
diction are now beginning to ap- 
pear. All credit of every kind is 
hanging in the balance, because the 
difficulty of payment for the debtor 
countries increases daily. 

Half the world is threatened 
with failure. Gold is accumulated 
in a few countries, for there is no 
longer any means of lending it. 
Certain countries, like France and 
the United States, are reproached 
for accumulating the gold which 
the other countries so much need; 
and international conferences are 
proposed, as they say, to further 
redistribution. 

The United States and France 
would be only too thankful to lend 
the gold of which they have no 
need if they could*find safe credit- 
ors. But where are they to: be 
found today when the excess of 
economic nationalism increasingly 
despoils the creditors of the means 
of payment? Safe creditors be- 
come more and more rare. 

One can draw a conclusion from 
all these considerations which is 
not too discouraging. Just because 
many of our present difficulties 
have very simple causes we shall 
end by exfricating ourselves from 
them. The remedies are not diffi- 
cult to find, even if their applica- 
tion is often difficult.

“It wouldn't be a bad thing to 
have such a dictatorship, the Dean 
went on musingly.

In most countries it is noth- 
ing but class-bribery, and the pil- 
lage of minorities. The first thing 
I would do in my own country 
would be to abolish the House of 
Commons and to constitute a Senate 
based on interests and not on 
numbers. It would be a dignified 
body, mainly consisting of elderly 
men who had served their country 
with distinction. National taxa- 
tion would be light, since there 
would be no army and havy, no 
doles to the* unemployed and a 
lower rate of interest on the debts. 
I would levy taxes on all luxuries. 
The distribution of wealth would 
be encouraged by imposing death 
duties on the amount receiv ed, and 
not on the undivided fortune. 


“The very first job of my dicta- 
torship would be to get rid of a few 
families 
whose jobs have disappeared 
through labor-saving machinery. | 
would start a scheme of state colo- 
nization, which is a very different 
thing from state-aided emigration. 
“I would plant in Canada, South 
Africa and Australia hundreds of 
self-supporting and. self- contained 
villages and communities, growing 
their own food-and supplying their 
own needs like the parishes of En- 
gland did before the industrial era.

Supreme Court Denies Re- 
hearing on Action in Set- 
ting Aside Utility Com- 
mission’s: Order. 


By the Jefferson City (Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 6.—A 
rehearing was denied the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court today in the rate and 
valuation case in which the court 
last November set aside an earlier 
order of the State Public Service 
Commission. 

The present rates of the Laclede 
company for gas were fixed on the 
basis of the valuation of about 
$47,000,000 approved by the com- 
inission and when allowed in Jan- 
uary, 1929, represented ay increase 
of about $600,000 a year in charges 
to consumers in St. Louis. 

The Supreme Court’s decision 

last November, on an appeal by the 
City of St. Louis, held that the 
commission had erred in not de- 
ducting from the company’s prop- 
erty the value of certain retire- 
ments, such as oObsolescent gas 
street lamps superseded by electric 
lights. The commission, the .Ccourt 
said, properly refused to permit the 
company an annual depreciation 
charge to cover such obsolescence, 
which was held to be a risk as- 
suined by the property owners. 
Under the Court decision the 
rate and valuation case goes back 
to the commission for reconsider- 
ation. 
Meanwhile the gas company has 
filed with the commission an ap- 
plication for permission to mix nat- 
ural gas and manufactured gas 
to form a product of 800 B/ T. U. 
to the cubic foot, and to serve it at 
new rates averaging about 7 per 
cent lower for general domestic 
use and 30 per cent lower for house 
heating. Hearings on this proposal 
are to begin before the commission 
here next Tuesaday.

TwentySeven Makes Will Be Shown in Elaborate Passenger Car. 
Salon — Great Strides in Design — Striking Decorations 
for Exposition in New Mart Building. 


HE twenty-fifth annual St. Louis Automobile Show will be formally opened to the public at 1 
o’clock today in the New Mart Building at Twelfth and Spruce streets. 
marks the silver anniversary of the first automobile show, which was held 25 years ago in the 


This formal event 


Jai Alai Building, now known as the Winter Garden, on De Baliviere avenue. That show was con- 
ducted by the St, Louis Automobile Dealers’ Association and all subsequent shows have been under 
‘the auspices of that trade body, whose members include all of the distributers of motor cars in St. 


Louis. and most of the dealers. 


The show will be declared open at 1 o’clock by L. M. Stewart, presi- 


dent of the St. Louis Automobile Dealers’ Association, and it will continue thereafter from 11 a. m. 
to 11 p, m, each day until Saturday night, Feb. 13, 

At the Automobile Show 22 motor car distributers will exhibit 27 makes of automobiles, a few 
of them having two lines, as Cadillac and La Salle, Studebaker and Rockne, Hudson and Essex, while 
three distributers of Chrysler, De Soto and Dodge also distribute the Plymouth. 


This year the automobile show 
will be strictly a passenger car 
salon. Owing to the limitations 
of space in the new Mart Build- 
ing, it was not possible to accom- 
modate trucks or the many appli- 
cants for accessory exhibits. The 
1932 passenger cars will be shown 
in squares or spaces ranging in 
area from 1500 square feet to 
5200 square feet. Virtually every 
distributer will show a full line of 
the models of the car which he 
handles. 

‘Alfred Reeves, who is general 
manager of the National Automo- 
bile Chamber of Commerce, the 
manufacturers’ organization, de- 
cleres that the 1932 cars, both in 
mechanical improvements and in 
body designs, are three years 
ahead of the 1931 lines. For this 
reason it is believed that many 
thousands of people from St. Louis 
and surrounding territory will be 
eager to see the beautiful auto- 
mobiles at the Automobile Show 
and to have explained to them the 
striking, and in some cases star- 
tling, mechanical changes that 
have been made. 

Included in the mechanical 
changes are such important items 
as automatic clutch, automatic 
choke control, automatic -decar- 
bonizer, air cooled gasoline lines, 
floating power, rubber-mounted 
engines, automatic starters to pre- 
vent stalling of motors, two- 
speed or dual. ratio axles, auto-

In addition, many other im- 
provements of great interest to 
motor car enthusiasts have been 
made. Among these are new safe- 
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De Soto Six Two-Door Sedan. 
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ty devices, larger and roomier 
bodies which have been silenced, 
longer wheel, bases, increased en- 
gine power, down-draft carbure- 
tcrs and improved methods of lu- 
brication. It is asserted by auto- 
motive engineers and designers 
that the body designs for 1932 are 
the most beautiful ever produced. 
The public will probably approve 
this statment when they see the 
cars at the St. Louis show. 


In addition to the motor cars 
there will be three exhibits of mo- 
tor boats. One of these is the Gar 
Wood line. Another is the line 
of boats manufactured by the 
Dodge)company. A third is the 
Chris-Craft and the fourth line is 
the Century. The boat exhibits is 
in the south end -of the display 
space. 

The Automobile Show will be 
held on the fourth floor of the 
Mart Building. The area of this 
floor is approximately 100,00) 
equare feet. Visitors to the show 
will be taken to this floor on four 
large, high speed, very safe ele- 
vators. Each of thé€se elevators 
is permitted by the inspector of 
elevators to carry 60 persons. -By 
their use, 240 persons ¢an be 
taken from the first floor to the 
fourth floor in 30 seconds, so 
there will be no congestion. In 
addition to the ample elevator ca- 
pacity, there are six stairways

_ Two new Oldsmobile cars—a six 
and an eight—are exhibited at the 
show, E. E. McIndoo, zone man- 
ager, announces. 

Among the more important Olds- 
mobile features are a selective ride 
regulator with dash control and 
double-action hydraulic shock ab- 
sorbers; free wheeling with im- 
proved synchromesh transmission 
and silent second gear; an engine 
decarbonizer; full automatic choke; 
improved downdraft manifolding 
and carburetion on both the six 
and and the eight with dual carbu- 
retion and manifolding on the 
eight-cylinder engine; high com- 
preasion cylinder head; automatic 
heat control; oil temperature regu- 
lator; 116%-inch wheelbase, and 
complete rubber insulation between 
engine and chassis and chassis and 


body. 
Two Powerful Engines. 

The six-cylinder engine has been 
given added power by increasing 
the bore and enlarging the valves. 
It now has a 3 5-16-inch bore and 
a 4%-inch stroke, giving 74 horse- 
power. 

The straight eight engine has a 
38-inch bore and a 4%-inch stroke 
and develops 87 horsepower. 

The chief difference between the 
two engines is in the carburetion 
and manifolding. The eight has a 
duplex carburetor and intake mani- 
fold with separate leads te two 
sets of four cylinders each, thus 
providing equal fuel distribution. 

An entirely new feature in auto- 
mobiles is the decarbonizer unit, 
which enables an owner to remove 
carbon from combustion chamber 
and valve stems without effort and 
at a minimum cost. This is de- 
scribed elsewhere. : : 

New Type Engine Mounting. 

A new type engine mounting has 
been designed to dampen vibration. 
At the front end the mountings are 
set in rubber at a scientifically de- 
termined angle while at the rear 
two “biscuit” type rubber mount- 
ings are used. A torque reaction 
stabilizer to check any periodic vi- 
brations at low speed is fastened, 


transmission - housing. 

Bodies are of the well-known 
Fisher built composite wood and 
metal construction, amply braced 
at points of stress and featuring 
open joints where squeaks might 
occur. As a result of the larger 
chassis added seating space and leg 
room are given. 

Body types of the standard Olds- 
mobile six and eight are: Two-door 
sedan, business coupe, four-door se- 
dan, sport coupe, convertible road- 
ster and patrician four-door sedan. 
Six wheels, either painted wood, 
natural wood or wire, with fender 
wells, hold-down irons and locks; 
trunk platform, white sidewall tires 
chrome plated trim rings for the 
wheels and snap-on chrome plated 
spokes for wire wheels may be ge- 
cured at slight additional cost. 


New Pontiac Cars 
Designed Especially 
For Riding Comfort 


Under all extremes of roads— 
from rough country lanes to smooth 
city strects—the new Pontiacs pro- 
vide comfort. Through a small 
control button on the steering col- 
ymn a driver may adjust the re- 
sistance of the hydraulic shock ab- 
sorbers to meet the varying re- 
bound of the springs. When driv- 
ing over an unpaved roadbed, the 
rebound becomes greater. On rough 
roads, therefore, or with a lightly 
loaded car, the driver by moving 
the ride control button, reduces the 
size of the escape valve openings 
within the shock absorbers and 
causes them to offer maximum re- 
sistance. When driving with a fully 
loaded car or on smooth boulevards 
where full spring action gives 
greatest comfort, another touch on 
the control button opens the shock 
absorber valves and reduces their 
resistance. Operation of the escape 
valve is through a rod and lever 
system similar to that used to apply 
the brakes of a car. 

Pontiac's combination of ride 


lation of the chassis is regarded as 
an important contribution toward 
complete riding comfort. Large 
rubber pads—47 of them—cushion 
the engine from the frame and the 
frame from the body, absorbing 
minor driving shocks by preventing 
metal-to-metal contact. So complete 
is this rubber insulation that it ex- 
tends even to the connecting links 
of the shock absorbers, They are 
attached to the axles through rub- 
ber, which permits a slight move-. 
ment sufficient to permit the 
springs to absorb, without re- 
straint, such minor shocks as are 
encountered in driving a car over 
the tarred joints of a concrete pave- 
ment. But the moment a larger 
bump is encountered the restrain- 
ing force of the shock absorbers 
instantly becomes operative. 

Long wheelbases in both the six 
and eight minimize the disturbing 
effect of bumps, as do the wide 
tires which cushion the cars more 
effectively from the road. Car 
8D are inciosed and perma- 
neritly lubricated, an important fac- 
tor in riding comfort. 

Addifional comfort results also 
from the new design and generous 
size of Pontiac’s bodies. They pro- 
vide ample leg room and have un- 
usually wide seats. Seat springs 
are manufactured in the same man- 
ner as those used in the finest fur- 
niture, being of the “tied-down” 
type. Back cushions are higher 
and more yielding. Careful insu- 
lation throughout excludes heat, 
cold and rain, as well as engine 
sound, Summer driving is made 
comfortable by a new cowl venti- 
lator and by a ventilating wind.

‘Bonderizing’ Prevents Rust 
and Corrosion From Af- 
fecting Paint or Lacquer. 


“With the beauty appeal more 
dominant than ever in the brilliant 
new models just announced by mo- 


of ré€taining these beautiful fin- 
ishes in their original luster is no 
longer a problem or extra expense 
to those whose new cars come Bon- 
derized,” says G. E. Luke, sales 
manager of the Parker Rust Proof 
Co. of Detroit. 

“Until very recently, the finish 
of a motor car soon after it went 
into use began to chip, crack, flake 
and peel off—first on fenders, 
splash guards, wire wheels and 
other sheet metal parts.

“Even when those scratches oc- 
cur that seem inevitable in the life 
of every motor car, the damage is 
confined to the area immediately 
affected. 

“In production those parts that 
are to be Bonderized are first 
cleaned, then immersed in the Bon- 
derizing aolution. This changes the 
surface of the steel so that a’ mi- 
croscopic crystalline coating en- 
tirely. covers it. An ideal sufface 
is thus formed for the enamel or 
lacquer, which is absorbed into the 
tiny pores, and upon drying is 
firmly and sécurely anchored to the 
steel. The lacquer or enamel now 
lies not merely upon the surface 
of the steel, but in truth pene- 
trates into its very texture and 
structure.

78% horsepower with standard 
compression and 82% with high 
compression. 

In the 32-60 series, built on the 
118-inch wheelbase, there are seven 
models. In design and finish these 
cars are almost identical with the 
bigger models and represent one of 
Buick’s best values, The 32-60 
series engine delivers 90 horsepow- 
er with standard compression, high 
compression increasing this to 96 
horsepower. 

The 32-80 and 32-90 de luxe 
models differ only in number of 
models and wheelbase length. 
There are two models in the 32-80 
series, both on the 126-inch wheel- 
base—a roomy, finely appointed 
five-passenger sedan and a smart 
five-passenger traveler coupe with 
built-in trunk. The 32-90 series on 
the 134-inch wheelbase offers nine 
models. Both of these series have 
Buick’s new 104-horsepower motor. 
By adopting the optional offer of 
high compression, this horsepower 
can be increased to 113. 

The Automatic Clutch. 

The automatic clutch feature of 
Buick control is operated by vacu- 
um from the intake manifold. A 
floor button, located alongside the 
clutch pedal, is provided to turn on 
and shut off the vacuum. To shift 
gears it is only necessary to rest 


ton instead of using the clutch 
pedal to throw the clutch out. Left 
the foot and the clutch re-engages. 

To free wheel the button is de- 
pressed and the foot removed from 
the accelerator. To come out of 
free wheeling reverse this process. 
With the automatic clutch and syn- 
cromesh transmission gears can be 
shifted from low to second, second 
to high and from high back to sec- 
‘ond without retarding car speed 
and without the effort of de- 
clutching.

Models Gives Wide Range 
of Performance. 


Greatly improved eight-cylinder 
Auburn cars, and a wholly new 12- 
cylinder Auburn car with 160 h. p. 
engine, are exhibited by E. J. John- 
son, Inc., the Auburn-Cord distribu- 
ter. 

All Auburn custom models have 
“dual ratio,” through the use of 
iwhich a driver has instant selec- 
tion of two complete sets of gear 
ratios, merely by turning a control 
on the dash of the car.

What ‘Dual Ratio 
Is, and Its Workings, 
Explained by Kublin 


Engineer Tells How Lever on 
Dash Gives Motorist “Two 
Cars in One.’ 


Following is an explanation of 
“dual ratio” by George H. Kublin, 
chief engineer of the Auburn Auto- 
mobile Co. 

“Dual ratio,”’ says Kublin, “gives 
the motorist instant selection of 
two rear axle ratios by merely turn- 
ing a control lever located on the 
instrument cluster. For hilly or 
mountainous country, sand or ad- |

Standard. Gear Compromise. 

“In most conventional cars the 
standard gear ratio is necessarily a | 
poor compromise and leaves much 
to be desired. Several factors are 
responsible for this. A car with a 
§-to-1 gear ratio has more pulling 
power than one with a 4-to-1 ratio. 
Hence, in hilly country a low gear 
ratio is desirable and necessary for 
satisfactory performance. On the 
level road,

With the dual ratio 
used exclusively in the Auburn 
1932 models, the low ratio on the 
12-cylindef model is 4% to,1 and 
the high ratio is 3 to 1. This low 
ratio with the engine turning 4% 
revolutions for every one on the 
rear wheels makes/possible extraor- 
dinary power, getaway and hill per- 
formance—the high ratio with the 
engine turning three revolutions for 
every one on the rear wheels pro- 
vides smoother, quieter perform- 
ance, longer life of running parts 
and increased fuel economy.

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Marmon Observes 


30th Anniversary as 
Builder of Autos 


The year 1932 is significant for 
Marmon since it marks the thirtieth 
anniversary of the company in the 
automotive field and its eighty-first 
as an industrial institution. 

The first Marmon car was manu- 
factured in 1902 and since that time 
the company has maintained a 
high place in the fine car field, The 
institution itself was foundec in 
Richmond, Ind., in 1851, to manu- 
facture milling machinery. A num- 


|ber of MAlarmon “firsts” continue to 


be an integral part of automotive 
design. Among these are side en- 
trance tonneau, forced feed engine 
lubrication, selective type sliding 
gear transmission, straightline drive 
from engine to rear axle, pressed 
steel frame and _ steel running 
boards. 

In the middle twenties Marmon 
pioneered and led in the develop- 
ment: of the straight-eight engine. 
The new Marmon 8-125 just now 
being introduced at the automobile 
show ts the result of six years of 
straight-eight production and a 
much longer period of experimenta- 
tion and refinement. 

Back in 1906, "farmon cars 
Played an important part in the

Car Has Special 
8-Cylinder Engine 


Wheelbase Length Increased 
to 137 Inches—Dual Feed 
to the Motor. 


The wheelbase of the Cord front- 
drive car has been increased to 137 
inches in the models exhibited by 
E. J. Johnson, Inc., distributer. 

The cars are powered with 
straight eight 125-horsepower Ly- 
coming motors, developed especial- 
ly for this vehicle, with the fly- 
wheel in “front next to the trans- 
mission. 

Pistons are Bohnalite of the In- 
var strut type. Five main bearings 
are used and the counterbalanced 
crankshaft is equipped with a 
Lanchester vibration damper. Cam- 
Shaft and accessory drive are by 
a silent chain, which automatically 
adjusts itself. Lubribation is. by 
pressure to main bearings, rod 
bearings, camshaft bearings and 
timing gears. Three compression 
rings and one oil ring, all above 
the wristpin, seal the pistons in the 
cylinders. Crankcase capacity is 
eight quarts. 

Dual carbureétion and dual mani- 
folding insure fuel delivery at ‘all 
times and carburetion under peak 
power loads. Transmission is di- 
rectly in front of the engine and 
is operated by a short drive shaft. 
Three speeds forward arid one re- 
verse are provided. 

The rear axle is of the I-beam 
type and weighs approximately the 
same as the ordinary front axle of 
rear-drive cars. Brakes are Lock- 
heed, four-wheel] internal expand- 
ing hydraulic, with a division of 
braking of 60 per cent in front and 
40 per cent in rear. The gear shift 
lever extends through the instru- 
ment board and operates by a 
thrust turn. The chassis frame is 
made of 7-32-inch stock and in- 
cludes the Auburn X-crosg bracing. 

Front springs are of double- 
quarter elliptic type resting in rub- 
ber blocks. Rear springs are semi- 
élliptic, 62 inches long. Bijur lu- 
brication system reaches the four 
points in the rear spring shackles, 
fan bearing, water pump, clutch 
throwout bearing and the fan-drive 
pulley bearing. 

Gasoline tank in the rear carries 
20 gallons. Tires are 18x7.00, 
standard, with a spare carried on 
each side in a fender well. Hood 
is 46 inches long, while fenders in 
front have an overall length of 80 
inches. 


New a a 
Franklin Finishes 
7000-Mile Test Run 


A supercharged Franklin Airman 
car has just been returned to Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., by John L. Burns 
and F. W. Drexel after a 7000-mile 
run across the continent and back 
via St. Louis, Kansas City, Salina, 
Fort Dodge and Flagstaff.

The principle underlying floating 
power motor mountings is so sim- 
ple that automotive engineers 
should have thought of it years 


ago, according to its inventor, R. K. 
Lee, director of engineering re- 
search of Chrysler Corporation, 
“The idea underlying floating 
power engine mounting,’ says Lee, 
“is just one of those simple fun- 
damental things. Fastening an en- 
gine in an automobile with. rigid 
engine mountir~: ‘'s against the na- 
ture of things. against the law of 
physics that we studied in high 
school. 

“With rigid mountings a reac- 
tion must take place in the crank- 
case exactly equal,.to and opposite 
to the energy imparted to‘ the 
crankshaft and flywheel by the 
force of the pistons and connecting 
rods. Therefore, this energy is 
transmitted to the frame and from 
the frame to the body of the car 
and on into the bodies of the pas- 
sengers. When the engine is bolt- 
ed to the chassis frame, the frame 
as well as the lower half of the 
engine acts like . single rigid pen- 
dulum, the whole of which swings 
sideways and then returns to its 
normal position after each cylin- 
der explosion. For this reason the 
chassis, the body and all occupants 
of the body vibrate with every pow- 
er impulse of the engéme. 

“You can compare the old and 


this new method of engine mount- 
ing by taking a rod or stick. Hold 
it at the bottom and move from 
one side to another and your hand 
must move through space, but hold 
it at the center and wiggte from 
one side to the other and your 


hand hardly moves. Right there is 
the simple principle of floating 
power. 

“As if the hands were holding 
it at the middle, so to speak, we 
mount the engine at the ends of its 
axis—points ‘A’ and ‘C’ on the ac- 
companying sketch—one at the 
rear Of the transmission and the 
other in front below the center of 
gravity—an imaginary mass as in- 
dicated by point ‘B’—and the rear 
mounting. 

“Balanced on its own axis, the 
engine is free to swing slightly in a 
pendulum motion. To prevent too 
large a movement of the power 
plant about its axis‘a stabilizing 
spring is attached to the lower side 
of the axis—point ‘D.” — 

“To take care of the vibrations 
from the inner mechanism—that is, 
from the cylinder explosions—the 
mountings, at the two points .° 
suspension and at the one point 
where the spring comes in contact 
with the frame—A B C and D— 
are of live rubber, treated so that 
it will last longer than the life of 
the car and bonded to steel by 
means of a special process which 
prevents it ever working. loose.”

Association Shows 
Counterbalances 


Effect of present money condi- 
tions in hampering real estate 
transfers or other transactions in- 
volving uny new financing is re- 
flected in the eighteenth semi- 
annual survey of the real estate 
market made public by the Nation- 
al Association of Real Estate 
Boards. The findings are based on 
confidential reports made by mem- 
ber real estate boards in 318 prin- 
cipal cities. 

In measuring the present supply 
of residential space the survey 
shows that “doubling” of two or 
more families in units intended for 
a single family is practically coun- 
terbalancine the effect of the pres- 
ent practical cessation of residen- 
tial construction. It is thus mask- 
ing what under other conditions 
would in many cities be an under- 
supply of desirable single-family 
dwellings. With this counterbal- 
ance, 84 per cent of the cities re- 
port the supply normal or short, 
71 per cent showing an equilibrium 
of supply and demand, 13 per cent 
an actual present shortage, and 16 
per cent an oversupply. 

In every one of the nine geo- 
graphical sections of the United 
States the money supply for real 
estate mortgage loans is insuffi- 
cient for the demand, the survey 
shows. In 70 per cent of the cities 
loans are seeking capital, in 22 per 
eent there is a balanced situation 
as between supply and demand, 
and in only 8 per cent of the cities 
is there a condition where capital 
is seeking investment.

Interest Rates Surveyed. 

Interest rates are rising in 21 
per cent of the cities reporting, 
steady in 75 per cent, falling in 
only 4 per cent of the cities, 

Financing costs as well as money 
supply show a decided change from 
conditions of six months ago, when 
only 53 per cent of the cities re- 
ported a dearth of mortgage funds. 
In the survey of a year ago 40 
per cent of the cities stated loans 
were sceking capital. 

Practical effect of general loan 
stringency on real estate movement 
is indicated in comments of the re- 
porting real estate boards: 

“Banks not making loans. Local 
building and loan associations in 
good shape but loaning only on 
new building. Makes it ‘hard to 
transfer real estate where financ- 
ing is involved, which is nearly al- 
ways.” “Loaning agencies will loan 
only when a house is completed 
and sold.” “No sales can be made 
where it is necessary to secure any 
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the construction industry. 

One is the question of rea! estate 
taxes, disproportionately high, 
economists say, and formidable for 
the potential house owner to e*n- 
template. 

Legislatures of 16 states already 
are struggling with the problem. 
Those who favor lowering real es- 
tate taxes are handicapped by State 
deficits, which call for increased 
tax burdens in general, but even the 
consideration of tax revision plans 
is evidence of favorable sentiment, 
the builders believe.

The pro- 
cedure is called “building up the 
mutuels” and is based on the fact 
that the unloading of the build- 
up money is timed so that it can- 
not be returned as comeback 
money fgom the bookmakers, 
who are the targets for the coup. 
At Miami the splendid equip- 
ment at Hialeah Park includes 
the modernized Australian “total- 
izator,” which enables everybody 
to know exactly the odds against 
any horse at any time up to the 
moment the “tote” officially 
closes. 

The pay-off is at the last dis- 
played odds. It is infallible and 
there is no chance for coups, as 
the betting closes with an ample 
margin to spare. In any case the 
unloading of any considerable 
sum at a late moment would be 
reflected on the board, where 
thermometer like tubes show by 
the rise and fall of their levels 
the exact odds against each can- 
didate in each race at all times. 


Cost Is Prohibitive. 


This is the ideal plan for pari- 
mutuel betting. Unfortunately, 
it is not likely to become tni- 
versal because of the high cost. 
This electrical calculating mar- 
vel cost the Hialeah company 
$350,000, and it is said that the 
machine at Longchamps, France, 
cost almost $1,000,000. 

England has a modified “tote” 
in operation at Newmarket, but ) 
the only track game enough to 
try it out In this country is Hia- 
leah. Until some form of this 
machine is in general use there 
will always be carping at the 
discrepancy between the approzi- 
mate odds and the actual refund.

Barnes Hospital Provides 


a Fairy-Tale Atmosphere 
for Children Being Treated 


Under Local Anesthetics.

ARNES Hospital has just introduced to the medical world 
a brand new idea in operating rooms. It is an “‘art gallery” 
operating room, a sort of fairyland operating room in which 
the walls, the ceiling, the waterpipes and all visible nooks and corners are cov- 
with brilliantly colored dwarfs, gnomes, mermaids, rabbits, forest animals, sea animals 
score or so of the familiar characters. from the story books of childhood. So far as 
local medical authorities can say, there is 
no other operating room.in the world like

Miss Gisella Loeffler, a St. Louis artist, who 
spent some six months on the job. 

The idea behind this quaint scheme of 
wall decoration is to make the patients, par- 
ticularly the children, forget their horror of 
surgical instruments and concentrate on the 
more pleasant business of untangling mer- 
maids. This leaves the doctors and nurses 
better able to concentrate on the 
operation. In cases requiring com- 
plete anesthesia, of course, it 
makes no. difference 
whether the walls are 
painted or not. The 
patient is asleep 
when _ brought 
into the room

and asleep when taken out of it. But this 
particular operating room is used chiefly 
for minor operations in which only a local 
anesthetic is administered. In the majority 
of cases, therefore, the patient has to lie on 
the table wide awake and look for enter- 
tainment where he can find it. With the 
ceiling swarming with 40 mermaids and 24 
different deep sea animals, he doesn't have 
to look far. 


F it is more convenient to look somewhere 

other than at the ceiling the view is 
quite as good. There are five major groupe 
Of paintings around the walls with innum- 
erable small figures thrown in for good 
measure. One of the most interesting fea- 
tures of the wall decorations is the selec- 
tion of subjects. The visitor meets and 
recognizes a good many friends of child- 
hood—Red Riding Hood and the Wolf, 
Goldilocks, Little Miss Muffet with a spider 
beside her, and the .Frog Prince. 

On a panel between two windows Jack 
is seen climbing a tall beanstalk, and on 
another panel George Washington swing: 
a lusty hatchet at the cherry tree. Over in 
a corner (where the Mother Goose rhyme 
has him sitting) is Little Jack Horner. In 
still another quarter, the Pied Piper pipes, 
and a very ‘colorful cow jumps over a very 
colorful moon. Here is William Tell of 
Animal Land shooting at the apple and 
over there Hansel and Gretel and the Ginger 
Bread House. One very brilliant group com- 
prises Santa Claus and a big Christmas 
basket surrounded by fanciful denizens of 
the forest. Back of the students’ gallery is a 
wide expanse of wall depicting the expul- 
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sion of Adam and Eve from the Garden of 
Eden, and across the front of the gallery is 
a 24-foot horizontal panel depicting a Ger- 
man interpretation of the Christ Child 
story. Altogether, there are more than 
300 separate figures in the decorative 
scheme and all are capering and scamperinz 
in a state of furious activity, The effect 
is quite remarkable. All traces of hospital 
atmosphere are completely dispelled. 

Decoration of the operating room, which 
was financed by private subscription, was 
undertaken as an experiment. A prominent 
physician working principally with children 
chanced to see some of Miss Loeffler’s por 
trayals of fairy book subjects and divined 
that such pictures, besides brightening up 
an operating room generally might go far 
toward winning the attention of small 
patients and keeping their minds off their 
impending operations. After some discus 
sion, the hospital authorities determined to 
try it and Miss Loeffler went to work on 
the decorations last July. 

The first unit attempted was the Adam 
and Eve panel back of the students gal: 
lery. There the artist might do a bit of ex- 
perimenting and try to swing into a style 
that would be adaptable for the entire room, 
for she entered upon the task without work: 
ing out designs in advance. As it turned 
out, her. plan of operation was eminently 
successful. The decorations, although 
representing a wide variety of subjects, hang 
together in one harmonious whole. To 
guard further against the danger of a break 
in the spirit and movement, she did the en- 
tire job with the same brush. When she 
had finished, the brush was worn to a stub

Already the hospital authorities have de- 
clared the experiment a success. The deco- 
rated operating room is a permanent fixture 
now and is attracting considerable attention 
from physicians and hospital authorities in 
other cities. Many have visited Barnes Hos- 
pital to see it and to observe the reaction of 
child patients to the innovation. Dr. Louis 
Burlingham, superintendent of the hispital, 
is enthusiastic over results obtained. 

“The practical advantages of a deco- 
rated operating room are demonstrated 
every day,” he pointed out. “Children

For the new detention jail, in which 
the alimony debtor is housed, is only 
one of a number of public institutions 
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East View. Here are located 
the county hospital, the 
county penitentiary and 
other similar institutions, 
which are situated on a plot 
of some 600 verdant and 
rolling acres, surrounded on 
all sides by the fine estates 
of Westchester millionaires, 
who have made this section one of the 
loveliest in the country. Thus the ali- 
mony prisoner, whether looking out of 
the window of his cell, strolling about 
the roof promenade or wielding a vol- 
untary rake or pruner, enjoys the same 
expensive view that was provided for 
the King and Queen of Siam during 
their recent sojourn in Westchester. 


O BE sure, some of these gen- 
tlemen would undoubtedly pre- 
fer a more restricted view, with 
a less restricted freedom of motion. 
But the fact remains that within the 
limits prescribed, many of these unfor- 
tunate husbands are enjoying a state 
of comfort to which they were not 
accustomed before becoming guests 
of a considerate county administra- 
tion. 

The alimony prisoners aren't the 
only ones who will enjoy this new de 
luxe prison atmosphere. For as a de- 
tention jail the new structure will also 
temporarily house assorted prisoners 
who are awaiting trial on various 


‘charges, as well as material witnesses. 


But these are transient guests, and 
their quarters, accordingly, have not 
been planned with such loving care as 
has been manifested for the quarters 
of the more permanent guests who are 
in contempt of court. 

The new $800,000 detention jail ad- 
joins the present Westchester County 
Penitentiary and is a four-story build- 
ing of a modified Tudor type, built in 
that fashion to conform, in general 
aspect, to the architecture of its neigh- 
bor. It is probably the only prison in 
the country done throughout in a rose 
and green color scheme. Floors are of 
a rose-like composition tile, and the 
wall are of a soft green terra cotta. 

A prisoner entering the reception 
hall could not be blamed if he mistook 
the place for the main hall of a dig- 


nified and exclusive club 

or apartment house. It 

has slate floors, walls of 

buff-colored case cast 

stone, beamed ceilings 

and wrought-iron can- 

delabra. The building may be described 
as a sort of angular ‘“‘U"’ shape, with all 
rooms having air, sunlight and an out- 
side view. It is fireproof, and not one 
piece of wood has been used, with the 
exception of the massive oak doors. 

The new jail is, to be sure, far su- 
perior to the dungeon-like structure in 
White Plains, which was built in 1856 
and which it now replaces. And it has 
very little in common with the dilapi- 
dated old jail on Thirty-seventh street 
that houses Manhattan’s unrepentant 
or insolvent husbands. 

Lawyers and alimony collecting 
wives, jealous of any aid or comfort 
extended to the male they are prod- 
ding for non-payment, are inclined to 
regard this cozy new jail as offering 
so much comfort that husbands will 
prefer to remain there rather than to 
pay up. 

The truth is that jailers have always 
been inclined to treat with special leni- 
ency men who have been imprisoned 
for non-payment of alimony. For one 
thing, they are not criminals, but civil 
prisoners, and there is a growing body 
of opinion to the effect that imprison- 
ment for alimony debts, although dis- 
guised as contempt of court, still re- 
mains imprisonment for debt and as 
such is a relic of ancient methods of 
administering justice. 

One group argues that some legal 
weapon is needed to take stubborn 
and spiteful husbands obey the court's 
command to provide for the abused ex- 
wife. The other group argues that the 
payment of alimony in too many in- 
stances has become a sort of racket. 
They say that by giving a Judge the 
power to jail a man for non-payment 
literally amounts to jailing him for 
debt, and without a jury trial at that. 
thus violating one of the most sacred 
principles of the Bill of Rights. 

In view of the difficulty of making 
a just decision in all such disputes, 
jailers all seem to be agreed that their 
alimony prisoners are legally a class 
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apart, and as such are deserving 0! 
special consideration. Thus it is ta! 
while the alimony jail in Manhattan !s 
hardly to be compared with the new 
Westchester County edifice in appoint 
ments, the prisoners are granted every 
possible privilege and freedom——exce?!
